HOUSING BOARD 


In the year 1972, the Housing Standard’s 
Board consisted of the following officials: Chair- 
man of the Board, Dr. Max Winer, Health Officer ; 
Planning Director, Mr. Christopher Sheridan ; 
Plumbing Inspector, Mr. James McCoole; and 
Fire Chief, Mr. Frederick Gilpatrick. Housing In- 
spector was Mr. William Ramsden, assisted by a 
part-time secretary, Miss Sue Newhall. 

During the course of the year, there were 
1,842 dwelling inspections completed, with 197 
violations noted; 174 were brought into com- 
pliance with the Dover Housing Code. 97 com- 
plaints were investigated, of which 81 were com- 
plied with. 


The City of Dover has had the Federal Gov- 
ernment (HUD) approve the recently submitted 
Workable Program for the City of Dover. 

The members of the Board and the Housing 
Inspector wishes to thank the people of Dover, 
New Hampshire, for their cooperation in per- 
mitting the Board to perform the functions of en- 
forcing the Housing Code, and it will continue its 
efforts to provide living standards comparable to 
or surpassing other communities in this State.

Peace officers are a visible symbol of law 
andauthority. An officer stands squarely and con- 
stantly in an area of action where the impressio- 
nable eyes of the young people and the more ma- 
ture eyes of the adults observe every move that he 
makes. The law enforcement officer has the op- 
portunity to set up a constructive example and ex- 
ert a wholesome influence on both young and old.

The Adult Education Program completed its 
25th year of operation this fall. It continues to 
meet the needs of the citizens of Dover. Some 11 
classes with a total enrollment of approximately 
120 adults met two hours each week fee a period of 
ten weeks under the supervision of Mr. Kent Ros- 
berg, Assistant Principal, Dover High School.

Machine Design Technology is a Na- 
tional Defense Education Project and has been in 
operation for several years. Graduates of this 
course have been assigned greater areas of re- 
sponsibility by their employers.

The warning, however, wasn’t treated 
._. aS any more significant that dozens of sim- 
:-. ilar reports that have been passed on to 
.- Washington recently. We could find no evi- 
~ dence that Washington knew in advance 
what the Chilean generals were planning. 

The sudden arrival in Washington of 
Nathaniel Davis, the U.S. ambassador to 
Chile, on the weekend before the takeover 
has been cited as evidence that the United 
States must have had some inkling of the 
plot. On the contrary, we have learned that 
Davis chose that weekend for his visit be- 
cause he expected it to be comparatively 
calm in Santiago. 

He was summoned to Washington by 
Henry Kissinger who, in anticipation of his 
confirmation as secretary of state, wanted 
to assess a few top diplomats for possible 
Washington assignments. Because of the 
volatile situation in Chile, Kissinger speci- 
fied that Davis should choose the most quiet 
time to come to Washington. 

Davis, of course, knew about the stir- 
rings within the Chilean armed forces. But 
he had emphasized in-his secret cables that 
“events move slowly in Chile, or perhaps 
better said, Chileans have great ability to 
rush to the brink, embrace each other and 
back off.”’ 


DEPARTMENT MATTERS 


When Davis met with Kissinger, ac- 
cording to our sources, they spent no more 
than five or 10 minutes reviewing the Chi- 
lean situation. Most of their discussion was 
devoted to internal State Department mat- 
ters. 

It is possible that the CIA may have 
been involved in some minor project against 
Allende. But the CIA is forbidden to inter- 
vene in any major foreign operation without 
the specific approval of the hush-hush Forty 
Committee, which passes on undercover op- 
erations. Our sources, who have access to 
the secret deliberations of the Forty Com- 

‘mittee, assure us that no project was ap- 
proved to depose Allende. 

The Pentagon, meanwhile, has been 
furnishing arms to the Chilean military es- 


~’» tablishment. After Allende came to power, 


the White House considered cutting off mil- 


itary aid to Chile. The decision was made to 
continue arms shipments because the Chi- 
lean generals were known to be anti-Allende.

Allende, 
its health minister, already a socialist, was 
immensely proud that he introduced free 


milk for children. The second (1970-1973),

Comparing these experiments, the 
president once said to me (Santiago, March 
23, 1971): ‘“That (first) popular front regime 
was on the left of the capitalistic system. But 
the popular unity government now wants to 
transform the capitalistic system entirely. 

“At that time the leading role in the pop- 
ular front government was taken by the radi- 
cal party, representing the small bour- 
geoisie. Now the leading role is not 
bourgeois at all. This time the president, 
myself, is a socialist and not a radical.” 

Allende was very much a political ani- 
mal; a small, stocky, quick-moving man 
with grey mustache, ruddy race, thick, heay- 
ily rimmed spectacles. He was unique in his 
effort to achieve full revolution on a relative- 
ly slow-motion, democratic basis and it is ar- 
guable that the latter restrictions, which 
added left-wing impatience to right-wing 
rage, amde his ultimate downfall inevitable. 
He boasted: 

“Tn 30 years’ political life, I never failed 
to do what I said I would do. It could be pos- 
sible that the dynamic of events might even- 
tually create a revolutionary party, one par- 
ty of the revolution’ (containing the social- 
ist, communist and radical elements which 
backed him). 

“But this is not possible for the immi- 
nent future. After all, the socialists don’t 
want to be changed and the radicals, who in 
Chile have had a party for 110 years, surely

He promised he would never allow any _ 
foreign power to exert influence over Chi- 
lean sovereignty or toestablishbasesthat 
could be used against the United States.

I know it would come — 
from the right because it has already done 
something thatnever before occurredin Chi- — 
lean history—namely assassinated the army _ 
commander. There have already been two. a 
attempts on my life.’’ ae 
__ Nevertheless, he boasted that certainof _ 
his accomplishments were indelible. “If I 
were to die tomorrow,” he said, “noonein _ 
Chile would ever dare to abolish the system I_ 
instituted of giving every child free milk. No 
one would ever attempt to end our system of 
social security. No one would dream of tak-_ 
ing away from illiterate citizens the right to 
vote which they have been legally granted.”” 
Chileans are an orderly people and less 
bn than most South Americans to 
armed coups. One may hope the j : 
ousted Allende will restralittts cvibes, orek 
udices in favor of the right and will seek to 
incorporate into any new regime some of the 
beneficial reforms of the old, while temper- 
ing economic socialism with social de- 
mocracy. This would be a suitable monu- 
ment to the late president whose aims were
